The Editor of the Townsman two 
weeks ago advocates the eating of more 
fish to help to keep down thereby the 
price of butcher meats, and quotes from 
authorities who tell us that good fresh 
fish of various kinds are good for us and 
good to eat. On thinking about fish it 
may astonish the folks who have never 
tasted a fresh herring in Scotland or 
France that for some reason or other I 
can’t tell why, but I have never tasted 
fresh herring during my more than 
thirty years sojourn in this country that 
has the fine taste of the fish caught on 
the other side of the Atlantic. 

It may be that the kind of feeding 
the fish get has a deal to do with it or it 
may be that they are a day too old when 
we get them. Just ask a man from 
Arbroath if he has ever tasted a good 
fresh herring in this country. His reply 
will be, “‘No, sir, I have not.” Neither 
have I tasted a fresh haddock like what 
I got at Arbroath. I am led both by 
what I read in the Townsman and by 
an article in a Scotch paper to have a 
“fishy”? musing this week. The notice 
I refer to in the Scotch paper tells the

What people eat is very much a mat- 
ter of habit. Personally T am very fond 
ef snails and would eat @ few every day 
if I could get the fresh snails which were 
left on the free list by our Democrat 
friends as even our rabid standpat or 
the Republican true blue high: tariff 
men had snails on the free list. People 
who never saw an edible snail are apt 
to despise snail-eaters and frog-eaters as 
a dirty lot, while they think it all right 
to eat pork.

When salmon are out of season 
turbot takes its place on the aristocratic 
dining table and eaten with a rich white 
sauce is a favorite dish.

You 
inspire me. Would to God your work 
had started fifty years ago. Probably 
then the disease would have missed me.”

Punchard 0, Alumni 0. 


The Punchard high school football 
team played its annual contest with the

A Loss to Phillips 


Andover has had its most disastrous 
fire for many years during the past 
-week. Those who were unfortunate 
enough to see it were fort unate in seeing 
one of the most spectacular blazes that 
could have been rung in. The

‘| did a good job, taking into account all 


the circumstances. There were some 
points, however, that seem to have been 
not to the complete satisfaction of those 
most inferested in the service, but which 
can be remedied by a little careful study 
or some positive action on the part of 
those in authority. t 

The new fire engine from all accounts 
did most superior service, making clear 
that the pump is a powerful one, and 
the equipment a distinct addition to the 
facilities for fighting fire. The many 
breaks in the hose indicate that only by 
constant purchase can this part of the 
local equipment be kept up to the neces- 
sary standard. Hose evidently depre- 
ciates as rapidly as most rubber prod- 
ucts do, and when it does depreciate the 
weakness results in a great deal of lost 
service at a time when every minute 
counts. It would occur to one on the 
outside that one of the most important 
additions that could be made to the 
Phillips Academy equipment would be 
fire hydrants located within the grounds 
of the institution itself, and in much 
closer proximity to important buildings 
than any hydrants now available. 

We also feel at this time that the town 
ought to have in mind the point re- 
ferred to in this column ‘nearly a year 
ago, relative to the pumping service at 
the high pressure station, in which we 
urged the importance of having a 
double unit system there rather than 
the single unit system which, while 
working satisfactorily in this case, made 
a very slender thread upon which to 
hang the necessary fire-fighting in such 
a crisis as came to Phillips Academy 
last Monday night, where a single break 
on a single unit might have meant the 
loss of the entire row of which Bartlet 
Hall was an important part. ft 

It is mighty good to feel that no life 
was lost, and that no serious personal 
injury came where so many lives and so 
much property were involved. 


Editorial Cinders 


There is a pretty distinct Republican 
swing. It began with the election in 
November, and it has been further em- 
phasized by the city elections held dur- 
ing the past week. The most important 
election from the local standpoint was 
that held in Lawrenéé, in which e&- 
Mayor Kane was chosen fo fill the un- 
expired term of the late Mayor Scanlon. 
Mr. Kane’s previous record in office, and 
his acknowledged honesty and_ ability, 
seem to assure our neighbor of wa 
satisfactory administration for the com- 
ing year. Nothing is very much more 
interesting in the figures that come 
from city elections than the shifting 
vote on the liquor question. Lawrence, 
for example, cast the closest vote on 
this issue that has been noted there for 
many years, and undoubtedly the 
friends of temperance will take a good 
deal of satisfaction over this vote. 
Those who know conditions, however, 
appreciate that the vote represented a 
protest much more against a certain 
banking institution than it did a pro- 
test against the sale of liquof in the 
city of Lawrence. There is likely to be 
trouble in Lawrence—for the particular 
institution involved unless it ceases its 
pernicious activity along many lines 
which attempt to control the govern- 
ment of the city.

GREAT REVENGE 
Threo German Cruisers Suok in 
South. Atantc Waters 


TWO THOUSAND MEN ARE-LOST 


Admiral Among Those Who Go Down 


With Ships When Trapped Off 
Falkland Islands by Admiral Stur- 
dee, Who Was Supposed to Be in 
British ‘Waters—Scharnhorst and 
Gneisenau Were Largest Veseele of 
German Fleet, Being Sister Ships of 
11,600 Tons Displacement—Steady 
Pressure Against German Lines In 
Belgium and France—Temporary 
Lull In Poland—Turkish. Army Sur- 
renders to British 


The British navy has taken revenge 
for the German victory off the Chilean 
coast. In a battle off the Patagonian 
coast in the South Atlantic a Brit- 
ish squadron ander command of 


Vice Admiral Sturdee, chief of tke 
war staff, engaged a portion of 
the German fleet, and, after a furious 
fight, sunk the armored cruisers 
Scharnhorst and Gneigenau and the 
protected cruiser Leipzig. The cruis- 
ers Dresden and Nurenberg, the other 
members of the German detachment, 
were put to flight and are now being 
pursued by the Hritish. 4 

The German loss of life ig estimat- 
ed by the admiralty at about 2000. 
Among those lost was Admiral Count 
yon Spee, who wag aboard his. flag- 
ship, the Scharnhorst, when it went 
down. He was in command of the 
squadron which, during the battle off 
Caronel, Chile, destroyed the British 
cruisers Good Hope and Monmouth, 
om which occasion the British ad- 
r-‘ral, Sir Christopher Cradock, 10st 
his life. In the battle of Tuesday it is 
reported that the British casualties 
were few. A few of the survivors of 
the sunken German warships were 
rescued. F 

News of the battle was received 
with wild joy by the London public. 
Scant tidings had come lately from 
the warships in. the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific. The squadron that accom- 
plished the feat had left’ England in 
secrecy. 

Admiral Goes Down Fighting 

The admiralty’s statement referg to 
some survivors rescued from the 
Gneisenau and the Leipzig, but no 
mention is made of any of the crew of 
the Scharnhorst being saved; andi 
is thus presumed that von Spee, his 
officers and men went down figting. 

Beyond the fact that the British 
squadron was commanded by Sturdee 
no information is vouchsafed regard- 
ing the ships engaged, and the news- 
papers are enjoined not to speculate, 
as “other combinations may be af- 
fected.” 

The greatest enthusiasm prevailed 
in London over the victory and the 
general impression is that it will be 
completed, as the admiralty would not 
be likely to send ships that could not 
overtake the Dresden and Nurenberg, 
which are twenty-four and twenty- 
three knot vessels respectively and 
probably even slower after their long 
service . They are at a disadvantage 
also because of their small coal ca- 
pacity. 

Left England Secretly 

The British squadron which engaged 
the Germans left England without the 
knowledge of the general public, and 
until his name was mentioned it was 
believed that Sturdee was serving in 
home waters. The fact that he was 
taken from the post of chief of the 
war staff is indicative of the deter- 
mination of the British government to 
clear the Pacific and South Atlantic 
of all the German warships, and it is 
therefore believed that the British 


commander is at the head of a for- | 


midable squadron. 

In addition to the Dresden and 
Nurenberg, only one German warship 
—the Karlsruhe—is now accounted 
for in those waters, although there 
may be one or two armed merchant- 
men which the allies have not round- 
ed up. 

As the Scharnhorst and Gneisenau 
each carried a complement of 765 
men, the Leipzig 286, the Nuremberg 
$22 and the Dresden 261, the total 
loss is estimated at not far from 200) 
men, although the actual losses to 
the Dreseden and Nuremberg cannot 
yet be known. 

The Scharnhorst, Gneisenau and 
Leipzig, with the cruisers Nuremberg 
and Dresden, composed the German 
Pacific fleet which in an engagemen} 
With the Hritish squadron under Rea: 
Admiral Cradock off the coast ot 
Chile on Nov, 1 sank the Britisn 
cruisers Monmouth and Good Hope, 
with the loss of about 1500 men.

WILSON FAVORS 
CITIZEN ARMY 


Opportunity For i to Acquire 
a Practical Training 


IT SHOULD BE ENCOURAGE 


Powerful Navy Advocated, but We Do 
Not Know What to Build—Message 
Expresses Hope That America May 
Bring Peace to European Nations 
Now Engaged In War 


Presdent Wilson in his addrese to 
congress said that the country had 
been misinformed in regard to the na- 
tional defense, and that the adminis- 
tration had not been unmindful of the 
great responsibility resting upon it. 

He says that in the sense that we 
are not ready to put q nation of 
trained men in the field we are unpre- 
pared and always will be in time of 
peace so long as we retain our pres- 
ent political principles and institu- 
tions. To defend ourselves against 
attack we have always found the 
means, and shall find them whenever 
it is necessary, without calling our 
people away from their necessary 
tasks to render compulsory military 
service in times of peace. We never 
have had and never shall have a large 
standing army. 

“If ais he says, “are you 

efend yourselves ?-we reply,

Notable among the batch of news is 
the official report from faraway Asia 
that a Turkish army on the banks of 
the Tigris, under the command of 
Subhi Bey, late governor of Basra, 
Asiatic Turkey, had surrendered un- 
conditionally to the British Indian 
forces operating at the head of the 
Persian gulf.

yet we shall not turn America into a 
military camp. We must depend in 
eyery time of national peril, in the 
future, as in the past, not ypom a 
standing army, nor yet upon the re- 
serve army, but upon a citizenry 
trained and accustomed to arms. 

“It will be right enough, right 
American policy, based upon our ac- 
customed principles and practices, to 
provide a system by which every citi- 
zen who will volunteer for the training 
may be made familiar with the use of 
modern arms, the rudiments of drill 
and maneuvre, and the maintenance 
and sanitaticn of camps (virtually the 
Swiss method). ; 

“We should encourage such training 
and make it a means of discipline 
which our young men will learn to 
value. It is right that we should pro- 
vide it not only, but that we should 
make it as attractive as possible, and 
every means by which such things 
can be stimulated is legitimate, and 
such a method smacks of true Ameri- 
can ideas. 

“The national guard should be de- 
veloped and strengthened. More than. 
this,” says the president, “carries 
with it a reversal of the whole his- 
tory and character of our policy. 
More than this proposed at this time 
would mean merely that we had lost 
our self-possession; that we had been 
thrown off our balance by a war with 
which we have nothing to do.” 

A powerful navy, Mr. Wilson says, 
we have always -regarded ag our 
proper and natural means of defense, 
and it has always been of defense 
that we have thought; never of ag- 
gression or of conquest. But who, he 
asks, shall tell us now what sort of 
navy to build? When will the experts 
tell us just what kind we should con- 
Struct, and when will they be right 
for ten years together, if the relative 
efficiency of craft of different kinds 
and of uses continues to change, as 
we have seen it change under our 
very eyes in these last few months? 

To peace in Europe the president 
referred briefly. ‘We are the cham- 
pions of peace and of concord,” he 
said. “And we should be very jealous 
of this distinction which we have 
sought to earn. Just now we should 
be particularly jealous of it, because 
it is our dearest present hope that-this 
character and reputation may present- 
ly, in God's providence, bring us an 
opportunity such as has seldom been 
vouchsafed any nation, the opportunity 
to counsel and obtain peace in the 
world and reconciliation and a heal- 
ing settlement of many a matter that 
has cooled and interrupted the friend- 
ship of nations. 

“This is the time above al] others 
when we should wish and resolve to 
keep our strength by self-possession, 
our influence by preserving our an- 
cient principles of action.” 

The presidegt outlined the admin- 
istration legislative program, which 
includes passage of the conservation 
bills, the bills for ultimate independ- 
ence of the Philippines, ratification of 
the London convention for safety at 
sea, @ government-owned mer 
me@rine, charting the perilous waters 
of the Alaskan coast and meéasp Tes for 
enconomy in al) branches of the gov- 
ernment.

The farmers of this nation are greatly 
indebted to this social triumvirate fot 
their uplifting influence, and on behali 
of the American plowmen I want to 
thank those engaged in these high 
callings for their able and efficient 
service, and I shall offer to the press 
a series of articles on co-operation 
between these important influences 
and the farmers in the hope of in- 
creasing the efficiency of all by mu- 
tual understanding and organized ef. 
fort. We will take up, firat, the rural 
church. 
The Farmers Are Great Church Build- 
ers. 

The American farmer is the greatest 
church builder the world has ever 
known. He is the custodian of the 


nation’s morality; upon his shoulders | 


rests the “ark of the covenant” and 
he is more responsive to religious in- 
fluences than any other class of cit- 
izenship. 

The farmers. of. this nation have 
built 120,000 churches at a cost of 
$750,000,000, and the annual contribu- 
tion of the nation toward all church 
institutions. approximates $200,000,000 
per annum. The: farmers of the Uni- 
ted States build 22 churches per day. 
There are 20,000,000 rural church com- 
municants on the farm, and 54 per 
cent of the total membérship of all 
ehurches reside in the country. 

The farm is the power-house of all 
progress and the birthplace of all that 
is noble. The Garden of Eden was 
in the country and the man who would 
get close to God must first get close 
to nature. 

The Functions of a Rural Church. 

If the rural churches-today are go- 
ing to render a service which this age 
demands, there must be co-operation 
between the religious, social and eco- 
nomic lifé of the community. 

The church to attain its fullest meas- 
ure of success must enrich the lives 
of the people in the community it 
serves; it must build character; devel- 
op thought and increase the efficiency 
of human life, It must serve the so- 
cial, business and intellectual, as well 
as the spiritual and moral side of life. 
If religion does not make a man more 
capable, more useful and more just, 
what good is it? We want a practical 
Teligion, one we can live by and farm 
‘by, as well as die by. 

Fewer and Better Churches. 

Blessed is that rural community 
which has but one place of worship. 
While competition is the life of trade, 
it is death to the rural church and 
morai starvation to the community. 
Petty sectarienism is a scourge that 
blights the life, ana the church preju- 
dice saps the vitality, of many com- 
munities. An over-churched commun- 
ity is a crime against religion, a seri- 
ous handicap to society and a useless 
tax upon agriculture. 

While denominations are essential 
and church pride commendable, the 
high teaching of universal Christianity 
must prevail if the rural church is to 
fulfill its mission to agriculture. 

We frequently have three or four 
churches in a community which is not 
able to adeqtiately support one. Small 
congregatfons attend services once a 
month and all fail to perform the re- 
ligio-s functions of the community. 
The division of religious forces and 
the breaking into fragments of moral 
efforts is ofttimes little less than a 
calamity and defeats the very purpose 
they seek to promote. 

The evils of too many churches can 
be minimized by co-operation. The 
social and economic life of a rural 
community are respective tnits and 
cannot be successfully divided by de- 
nominational lines, and the churches 
can only occupy this important field 
by co-operation and co-ordination. 

The' efficient country chutch will 
definitely serve its community by lead- 
ing in all worthy efforts at community 
building, in uniting the people ih all 
¢o-operative éndedavors for the gen- 
eral welfare of the community and in 
arousing a real love for country life 
and loyalty to the country home and 
these results can only be successfully 
eg plished by the united effort of

Performed ‘inedet Operation Without 
Assistance of Another Physician— 
Doctor Dug Grave and Buried Body 
According to Plans Arranged Before 
Death of Victim, Says Witness 


PaaS chaud, self-confessed 
accomplice in the death of Mildred 
Sullivan, told her story to the jury in 
the trial of Dr. Lionel BE, Dudley at 
Houlton, Me., told it simply but with 
force, and declared upon her oath that 
Dudley was the slayer. ~ 

In words well chosen, voice soft 
and caressing, Miss Michaud, a girl 
barely 24, stood for three hours on 
the witness stand facing the accused 
physician, and by her evidence 
branded him a murderer. 

Miss Michaud testified that she 
took Miss Sullivan to Dr. Dudley. 

That he agreed to operate illegally 
upon Miss Sullivan if he were paid 
$265 or $50, the former amount being 
the price if she had a “friend.” 

That he did operate, without the 
assistance of another physician, in 
an ill-lighted room, and forced her, 
the. witness, who had no knowledge 
of nursing, to administer chloroform. 

That he acknowledged a fatal mis- 
take—making it while Miss Sullivam 
may not have been completely under 
the anaesthetic, and confessed death 
to be inevitable. 

- That he would not even then sum- 
mon another physician or allow her, 
the witness, to summon one. 

That he carried the dying girl to 
the house where she died, alone and 
helpless, and talked.of the disposition 
of her body before the end came, 

That he took the body beside him 
in hig automobile to the spot where 
it was buried. 

That he dug the grave—dig it at 
midnight by the light of a fire kept 
alight by cloth which Alice Pelletier, 
also under indictment in the murder, 
tore from her own skirt and fed to 
the blaze as she and the witneds 
watched Dudley bury the body. . 

That he and Alice Pelletier entered 
into a suicide pact and agreed to kili 
themselveg by morphine rather than 
face trial for the murder of Miss Sul- 
livan. 

That Dudley did murder Mildred 
Sullivan. 

“These statetients , elaborated in ‘All 
their grim and sinister details, Miss 
Michaud recounted. 

The county attorney outlined the 
main points of the “confession” of 
Kate Michaud, who is to be the chief 
‘witness fcr the prosecution. He told 
of the arrangements made to relieve 
Miss Sullivan, who was in an embar- 
rassed condition, and declared that an 
operation -was performed upon her 
Thursday night, Sept. 3, by Dudley 
in his office. The prosecutor — 
said: 

“Following this Dudley got his iain 
mobile, brought it to the rear of his 
office and carried the girl, then in a 
helpless condition, partly under the 
influence of ether, and took her to her 
boarding place.” 

Archibald said Miss Sullivan was 
removed to the home of Alice Pelle- 
tier the day following the operation, 
and died late that night while Dualey 
and the Michaud and Pelletier women 
Were present. 

“After the young lady died,” said 
the county prosecutor, “a coat was 
put around her body, which was 
clothed only in a nightgown, and it 
was taken in an automobile to a point 
along the Fort Fairfield road.” 

Then Archibald created a furore by 
declaring: “A grave was dug in a lit- 
tle piece of woods by Dudley. It was 
found there in direct accordance with 
the instructions given us.” This was 
the first time that it had been made 
public that Dudley was the person 
who, it is alleged, dug the grave. 

Afer the body had been consigned 
to its shallow woodland grave, the 
prosecutor said, tne people returned 
to the Pelletier home, where it was 
arranged to go to Boston and discuss 
what to say regarding the girl’s dis- 
appearance. 

It took seven hours and ten minutes

Christmas Parcel Traffic 


In. view of the multiplying evidences 
of a Christmas parcel traffic far in excess 
of expectations, and seeking to secure 
the utmost co-operation between the 
public and postal employees during the 
holiday season, Postmaster Gereral 
Burleson issued the following sugges- 
tions to postal patrons: 

Mail your parcels early. They may be 
marked “Do not open until Christmas.” 
To prevent congestion at the post 
office windows, be sure each package is 
properly packed and addressed before 
offering it for mailing. 

Prepay all postage or your parcel will 
be held for postage. 

Write the address plainly and com- 
pletely, giving street and number for 
city destinations, and rural route or 
box number for country destinations. 
Your name and address must appear 
on the face of your parcel, preferably in 
the upper left hand corner. 

You should also place your name and 
address within the parcel. This pre- 
caution will secure delivery in case of the 
mutiliation or loss of the tag or wrapper. 

Do not wrap your parcel in flimsy 
paper or tie it with weak string. Pack 
securely, wrap in stout paper and tie 
well with strong cord 

Re-enforce aia dmbeellas, golf 
sticks and similar articles with strips of 
wood, or otherwise wrap them to with- 
stand the ordinary risks "of handling and 
transportation. 

Pack hats in strong boxes. The ordin- 
ary paste-board boxes must be crated. 

_ Use a stout box, thoroughly wrapped, 
for shipping cut flowers, candies, étc. 

Mark all parcels containing crockery, 
breakable toys, etc., “Fragile.” 

Mark hampers or containers in which 
dressed fowl, vegetables, fruits, eggs,

butter and the like are shipped, ‘‘Perish- | - 


able.” 

In shipping articles “having sharp 
points or edges, pad the points and edges 
so that they cannot cut through their 
covering. 

You should iinsure valuable parcels. 
The fee is 5 cents for values up to $25 
and 10 cents for values up to $50, 

You may now send a book or a set of 
books as a Christmas present by Parcel 
Post. The rate on books weighing eight 
ounces or less: is: one cent for each two 
ounces or fraction theteof. The régular 
zone rates apply above eight ounces. 

You may obtain s deli by 
affixing 4 special stamp or by 
adding ten cents’ in ordinary stanips to 
the regular postage. In the latter case 
write “Special Delivery” plainly upon 
the parcel. 

You may insert in parcel mail written 
or printed inseriptions, such as ‘ 
Christmas,” “Happy New Year,’’ 
“With Best Wishes.” 

Upon the fly leaves of books yoo may 
write seeks dedicatory inscriptions not 
of a personal nature. Othet written ad- 
ditions or insertions subject ga parcel 
to letter postage.

DISASTROUS FIRE AT PHILLIPS ACADEMY 


Bartlett Hall, One of the Old Seminary Dormitories Partially Destroyed Early 
Tuesday Morning. Many Students Lose Their Belongings. 
. Will Be Rebuilt At Once.

One of the most disastrous fires that 
the town has experienced for more than 
fifteen years occ Tuesday 
morning, when Bartlett Hall, one of the 
dormitories of Phillips Academy, was 
completely gutted. 

How the fire originated has not 


five consecutive hours, through three 
lines of hose 1000 feet each. The 
steamer pumped through one line of 
hose 1150 feet from the second nearest 
hydrant at the corner of Bartlett and 
Chapel averiue. 

The all-out signal was sounded about 
nine o'clock Tuesday morning after a 
long hard fight. 

Bartlett Hall was built in 1821 by 
William Bartlett and was one of the 
group of buildings owned by Andover 
Theological Seminary when that insti- 
tution was located in this town. It was 
sold with the others in 1908 to the 
Phillips Academy trustees who con- 
verted it into a dormitory for the stu- 
dents, presided over by Mr. Parmelee. 

While one of the Seminary buildings 
it was the home, during their school 
life, of many famous missionaries, 
among whom the following are noted: 
Schauffler, Lyman, Munson, Riggs, 
Farnsworth, Daniel Bliss, Capen, Daniel 
C. Greene, Nee-Sima, and Hume. In 
the south-west corner room, first floor, 
Elijah Kellogg wrote “Spartacus.” 

It will be seen by the above that the 
building is full of history and its partial 
destruction is keenly felt by large num- 
bers of people.

In opening his lecture, Mr. Colqu- 
houn spoke of the great progress made 
in ship building during the past cen- 
tury and compared théComet with the 
giant Olympic. He alluded to the 
Titanic disaster and the belief of the 
unsinkability of the modern liner, a 
fallacy in the minds of great shipbuild- 
ers. Ships never can be made unsink- 
able but they can be so constructed 
that they can be kept afloat until help 
comes to save those on board. He said 
that one of the greatest dangers to 
ocean travel was_ice and gave a very 
interesting. account of the ice move- 
ment—icebergs and _ icefields which 
yearly send many ships to the bottom. 
The loss of the steamers which leave 
port and are never again heard from 
undoubtedly meet their fate through 
ice. Fog, he said, was the navigator’s 
greatest foe and the utmost vigilance 
was necessary during foggy weather. 
It was almost impossible for the navi- 
gator to guard against this danger and 
while seemingly safe, the collision oc- 
curs. Out of the fog looms a vessel 
ahead and he illustrated his point with 
actual photographs of a collision at sea, 
from the time the steamer began to 
sink until she finally plunged head 
first to the bottom. Fire in the cargo 
was also an ever present danger and 
the photographs of the Volturna burning 
with the passengers ‘and crew helpless 
vividly illustrated the grave danger. 

One of the most interesting parts 
of his lecture was his illustrated de- 
scription of the submarine. He trac- 


from its first inception to the success- 
ful venture of the Holland of the 
United States Navy. He showed the 
construction of the interior’ and the 
use of the periscope in detecting the 
enemy. He gave an example of a 
submarine attack on a modérn battle- 
ship and spoke of the means employed 
to prevent the submarine success. This 
is now accomplished by means of 
aeroplanes which at a great height 
readily discerns the shadow of the sub- 
marine under the water which could 
not be seen from the dock of a battle- 
ship. He also.described the method of 
discharging the torpedo and showed 
pictures of the men placing the missile 
in the tube. 

Another danger to ships came from 
the elements and while the modern 
’steamer might be badly battered by 
the waves, there was seldom great 
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danger of her foundering. He said the | 
height of waves were grossly exaggerat. __ 
ed and‘ that in big storms at sea, they 
seldom reached the height of forty feet,

In concluding his lecture, Mr. Colqu. 
houn said that greater precautions were 
needed to safeguard passengers at sea, 
He believed that the bill before the 
National house to compel -seigoing 
craft to carry enough men to man the 
boats was good but it would be better 
if “sea” was prefixed. Greater atten. 
tion should also be paid- to: bulkheads 
even at the expense of thie comfort of 
the passengers, bulkheads which should 
be not only waterproof but fireproof 
as well. These were of far greater im- 
portance than Roman baths, palm 
gardens or tennis courts. The lecture 
was out of the ordinary and was care- 
fully prepared by Mr.* Colquhoun.
